JAPANESE DEMANDS 


EQUAL LABOR WAGES 


FOR WORKING WOMEN 


URGED BY ENGLISH 


Women Volunteering for War Service 


Should Join Labor Unions and 


Demand Equal Wages Wltlr 


Men. 


London, April 30.—Equal 
pay 
for 
equal work, the training of inexperi- 
enced women and the supervision of 
labor conditions are the main prob- 
lems with which the Government has 
to deal in its scheme of providing war 
work for womeu. 


The pay matter is serious In the 
view of the trades unoins, which fear 
the employers will use the less paid 
women In order to oust men and at 
the end of the war refuse to restore 
men to thoir old positions. 
Suffra- 
gists also champion the equal pav fpr 
equal work demand, since they re- 
gard less money for equivalent work 
as. an insult, to their sex. Further 
complications are caused by women 
volunteering to work free, but it sug- 
gested their wages be paid and turn- 
ed into a charity fund. 


It is estimated that SO per cent of 
the women of the British Isles are 
engaged at .the present moment either 
on voluntary work or in professional 
or industrial work. The most recent 
returns made to the Central Labor 
Exchange show 
that 33,000 applica- 
tions for war work have been filed 
by women. Of this number, the wo- 
men of London contribute 13,000. the 
southeastern district of England 2- 
028, 
Yorkshire 2,900, Scotland 4,253, 
Wales 670, Ireland 590 and the rest 
come from other parts of England 
That women- volunteering for war 
service work should join the unions in 
order to maintain present conditions 
•was the advice 
from Sylvia Pank- 
hurst at a recent conference under 
auspices of the Emergency Workers' 
National 
Committee. A 
resolution 
was passed asking men's unions to 
admit women members. 
This 
also 


recommended to the government that 
all women registering for war service 
should immediately join unions; that 
such membership should 
be 
condi- 
tional to employment; that when do- 
ing the same work as a man the wo- 
men should receive equal pay: lhat 
sweating conditions must be avoided 
and a. living wage paid, that adequate 
training with maintainence should be 
provided and that, after the war, the 
priority of employment should be giv- 
en to workmen whose places were 
taken by women, and new places pro- 
vided for the women. 


These resolutions represent the at- 
titude of the women 
suffragists the 
trades unionists and socialists repre- 
sented at the conference, represent- 
ing about 5,000,000 workers of both 
sexes. 


Miss Mary Tt. MacArthur, who pre- 
sided,• described a visit to a large 
armament factory where she found 
a large number of women applicants 
for work standing outside. 


"It is one thing for women to fill 
the places of men who have voluntari- 
ly enlisted," declared Miss MacArlhur 
"and another to allow ourselves to be 
used as instruments to force econo- 
mic conscription on the' men. 
War service by women, she contin- 
ued, should not be used to force men 
to go to the front. 
National con- 
scription would be preferable 1o an 
economic conscription of this kind. 
Those 
acquainted with 
the 
union 
movement 
knew that the men had 


i never objected to "women as women, 
owing to lack of organization, women 
had taken men's Jobs at very much 
less than men would take. 
Speaking of the claim that for 
patriotic motives 
women 
ought to 
give their help unconditionally to the 
government, she sa.id that in so doing 
the women would not be assisting 
the country but. helping profit making 
interests, which were already shame- 
lessly exploiting the present national 
emergency. 


Male operators for night duty in the 
telephone service, 
-which is govern- 
ment owned, have become so few that 
a special call has been made for wo- 
men operators for the period of the 
war. 
Heretofore, women have been 
employed only on day duty. 
The women who answer the switch- 
es are paid $5.50 a week during their 
training period, and six dollars when 
trained, a week to consist of 48 hours 
of work. Beds are provided, so that 
by rotation each operator can obtain 
two hours of sleep in the night. 
Women are also fast replacing men 
on the railway lines of England in 
minor capacities. 
Following the in- 
novation of women baggage porters, 
the Great Western 
railway has en- 
gaged women 
ticket 
collectors and 
punchers. 
They wear a neat, plain 
dress, with a badge on the sleeve.
